AN ANTI- BRITISH ALLIANCE. 





Emperor William's Firm Stand In the 
Transvaal Inoideut Was a Thoroughly 
Weighed Step The Boers Make Ulg De- 
mands of England. Which the British 
Government Will Not Grant. 

London, Jan. 10.— A special dispatch 
from Berlin says that Russia's co-opera- 
tion with Germany in the Transvaal 
matter has been assured, and that 
Franoe will act with Russia. This, ap 
parently, tends to confirm the report of 
an anti-British alliance, and that the 
action of Emperor William towards the 
Boer republic was a thoroughly weighed 
step. 

A special dispatch from Pretoria, cap- 
ital Of the Transvaal, says that the 
Boers demand the surrender of all Brit- 
ish rights and suzerainty oyer the 
Transvaal, and the pre-emption of Del 
agoa bay and the canceling of the char- 
ier of the British South Africa comp 
apy. It is further stated that the Boers 
have arrested, on the charge of treason, 
sight leaders of the recent movement 
among the uitlanders of Johannesburg. 

These demands, if the dispatch is 
based on fact, coupled with the previ 
ously reported demands of the Boers for 
the expulsion from Africa of Mr. Cecil 
Rhodes, late premier of Cape Colony, 
and Dr. Jameson, who led the freeboot- 
ers into the Trnnsvual, and the imposi- 
tion of a very heavy hue upon the Brit- 
ish Chartered company, or the demand 
for an indemnity of 12,500.000 from 

without a severe struggle. 

The opposition to the Boers will 
mainly rest on the fact that it is geufir- 
alb/ admitted that they were instigated 
on the whole by Emperor William, and 
that they form part of a studied opposi- 
tion on his majesty's part to the colonial 
policy of Great Britain in Africa. It 
is admitted in some quaitors, however, 
" it on the fare of things, the .South 
ican republic will be justified In de- 
idine an indemnity from Great Brit- 
for the invasion of Boer territory, 
and there is a general sentiment in favor 
of dealing severely with the British 
chartered company, especially -S it is 
claimed in Pretoria that the Transvaal 
authorities have documentary evidence 
showing that the raid and uprising in 
Johannesburg were purts uf a plot, offi- 
cial or unofficial, to annex the Transvaal 
to British South Africa/. 

But it is held here thai there is no 
justification for demanding the expul- 
sion of Mr. Rhodes from South Africa 
or, for the surrender of the British rights 
and suzerainty over the Transvaal or 
for the cancellation of agreement made 
in 1891 between Portugal and O r — I 
Britain, by which the latter country 
has the first right of purchasing Delagou 
bay, should Portugal desire to part 
with it. 

UNEASINESS IN THE TRANSVAAL. 

The Armed Boers Not Yielding Up Their 
Anus Very Williugly. 

Pretoria, Transvaal, Jan. 10— The 
government is showing discontent at 
the reluctance displayed by the Rand 
men to disarm. Jt is estimated that 
80,000 of the latter have beon armed 
and 2,000 have yielded up their anas. 
The armed Boers in the field are also 
impatient. 

The position at Johannesburg is criti- 
cal, and the Boer leaders have the ut 
most difficulty in restraining their nieu. 

A px-oolaniation has just been issued 
calling upon the Rand men to disarm 
before 6 o'clock on Friday evening on 
pain of prosecution. Those complying 
will be pardoned, except the leaders of 
revolt. 

There is a feeling here that t'ie 
Rhodes' charter will be cancelled to 
prevent further disorders 

The Treaty Must Be Changed. 

London, Jan. 10.— A dispatch to The 
Globe from Berlin says it is runioied 
that the Transvaal government has in 
tiniated to Dr. Leyds, the 'Transvaal 
secretary of state, who is now iu Ber- 
lin, that one of the conditions of settle- 
ment of the present difficulties would 
bo the abrogation of the convention of 
1884 by which England exercise* suzer- 
ainty over the Transvaal republic. The 
dispatch also says that the question of 
laying a telegraph cubic, affording di- 
rect communication between Germany 
and the Transvaal, is being discussed. 

Chamberlain's Latent to I'resldeut Kruger. 

London, Jan. 10.— The secretary of 
state for the colonies, Mr. Joseph Cham- 
berlain, has seut the following dispatch 
to President Kruger: "1 have received 
the queen's command to acquaint you 
that her inajrsty has heaYd with satis- 
faction thai, you have decided to hand 
over the prisoners to her government. 
This fact wilj redound to your credit 
and conduce to the peace of South 
Africa and the harmonious co-operation 
of the British and Dutch races, which 
is necessary for its future development 
and prosperty.''

AFFAIRS IN VENEZUELA. 

President Crespo >l ay Noon Hare a Civil 
War on His Hands. 

CaRAOAS, ' Veiyv-uela, Jan. 10. — The 
government has leceived further news 
from the Venezuelan boundary stations, 
near the frontier of British Gninnn, to 
the effec t that 100 men of the Brit h 
colonial police have been sent tjo guard 
the English station in the disputed ter- 
ritory. 

The administration regards this ac- 
tion as a menace on the part of Eng- 
land, following as it uoes so closely the 
message <>f thepiesident of the United 
States relating to the boundary ques- 
tion. The government officii, Is say 
Great Britain is fortifying her position 
in appiuent defiance of i he great re- 
public. 

Great prudence will be observed by 
Venezuelan officers in the territory, and 
an attempt will be made to avoid all 
perilous 'disputes. Tiie point to which 
tho British police have been disputencu 
is that first ordered to be fortified with 
Muxim guns by Mr. Chamberlain, the 
English minister for the colouies. 

The newspapers devote leading arti- 
cles to tho movement and regard it as 
hostile. They urge the government to 
dispatch immediately u large body of 
troops, including heavy artillery, to 
watch the invaders and io resist the ad- 
vance. Many armed Venezuelans have 
gone to the frontier, without the knowl- 
edge of the government, to ad as a ter- 
ritorial gunru. 

Crespo's expected proclamation re- 
garding I ho situation, ali i the odieial 
action which will be taken f hot eon, has 
not yet been mude public. 

The spec ial meeting which the cabinet 
is to hold Friday to diacual the future 
course of the government is anxiously 
awaited. 

The revolutionary movement is active 
in the east and many political arrests 
are being marie, Mr. Castillo, the min- 
ister ot the interior, goes to Puerto Ca 
bello to investigate the movement. 

Knglaml llenle* RaapoaslMI ity. 
London, Jan. 10.— The Of 1 mial office 
has published a denial of the report 
which reached here from Curoacas, 
Venezuela, via New York, that Pritish 
troops, with cannon, from U< inerara, 
hud arrived at Cnyuui, a Mat ion at the 
extreme limit of the British claims hi 
the disputed territory and the - cue of 
the Uruan inciaent. 

GOMEZ RETREATING. 

His Present Whereatbwut* »» Pro;»o*ed 
Deittluatlou Are I liUnowil. 

Havana, Jan. 10. — News has been r< 
ceived that Maximo Gomez, with 9,000 
of the insurgent forces has again passed 
the plantation of San Antonio and th' 
towns of Alqnizar and Guira Helena 
His present whereabouts and his pro 
poseu destination are not ut present 
known, but his movement is practically 
a counter march over the same route by 
which he entered the province of Pinar 
del Rio. Guira Meleua is on a line al- 
most directly south of Havana. G<>iu< 
is therefore well out of the region iu 
the province of Pinar del Rio in which 
it was said ho was being enmeshed as in 
a trap. 

A dispatch fiom Santiago de Cuba, 
capital of iho province of that name, 
says that the insureeuts have burned 
the houses, machinery and plantation 
of Mejoranu, near Dos Caniinos, that 
province. 

Daniel Bolivar, secretary of General 
Maceo, the insurgent commander, was 
wounded iu the engagement ut Ceiba 
Agua, and has died of his wounds 

Captain Cezar Dehlle, aid-de-camp of 
General Maceo, has surrendered to the 
Spanish authorities. 

Cainpos' Resignation Not Accepted. 

Madrid, Jan. 10.— At a meeting of 
the cabinet yesterday, which was pre- 
sided over by the queen regent, it wns 
decided not to accept the resignation of 
Martinez Campos as captain general of 
the forces in Cuba and governor general 
of the island. ';§■!•; also decided to 
increase the naval and military forces 
in Cuba. 

Shot wd Killed His llrotlier. 

Anderson, S. O., Jan. 10.— William 
Harrison, a youug white man, shot his 
elder brother, Anderson Harrison, in 
the head with a double-barreled shot- 
gun yesterday, and iuflioted » fatal 
wound. Youug Harrison was arrested 
and placed in jail. The affray was pro- 
voked by a severe whipping that Ander- 
son Harrisou gave his brother a few 
minutes before the tragedy oeourred. 
This so enraged the boy that he imme- 
diately secured a gun, und taking good 
aim, lie shot his brother down. 

San Francisco, Jan. 10.— The condi- 
tion of Governor .Junes of Nevada, who 
has been sick for two mouths, is not im- 
proved. His physicians have now diag- 
nosed his trouble as cancer of tho stom- 
ach, and he is thought to be gradually 
sinking. 



FARMERS NEED GASH 

Ready Money in Great Demand 
Just at Present. 



COMPLAINT OF HARD TIMES, 

The Failure of Crops and Death of Hogs 
Made the Farmers' Lot Not an 
One — Convict Released From Prison 
Train Robber Sentenced -Other State 
Mews. 

Crawfordbviluc, Ind., Jan. 10.— The 
-farmers of central Indiana complain 
that not in the last 30 years has ready 
money been so scarce with them as 
now. The wheat crop was a practical 
failure, and a great per cent of the hogs 
died this fall and winter of cholera. 

Corn is now commanding a price so 
low that it does not pay for production. 
These unfortunate circumstances, con 
nected with the rather poor crops of the 
two years previous, has made the farm 
er's lot anything but enviable. 

The merchants report that the holiday 
trade from the farming class was uu 
precedeutedly poor, from the fact that 
farmers had no ready money. All those 
who are out of debt have plenty to live 
on, but those who have liabilities to 
meet are in bad shape. 

Only this week two of the prominent 
farmers of Montgomery county — 
Charles and David Demaree— made as- 
signments, with liabilities aggregating 
$20,000. , 

Others are in no better condition, 
and more sheriff sales of farm real estate 
are being advertised than at any time 
since 1873-4. 

If the price of com goes to 40 cents or 
60 cents, thousands who have big crops 
in crib will be relieved.

Lost Nearly Four Hundred Days of 
Good Time While in Prison. 

Brazil, Ind., Jan. 10.— James B. Dal 
gam, who was sent to prison south from 
here Jan. 7, 1890, for six years, for 
forging a check ou the First National 
bank of this city, was brought back 
here yesterday, his sentence having ex 
pired He lost 399 days of good time in 
prison, more days than was ever lost by 
any prisoner in that institution. He 
incited a riot and attempted to escape, 
and has frequently been caught with 
saws, files, etc., ou his person. 

While Dalgarn was in jail here the 
little daughter of Louis Warner, a 
prominent citizen of Harrison towu- 
ihfp, identified him as the person who 
assaulted her.

Three Men Hurled Down Sixty Feet. Two 
De.id. the Other Dying. 

Ci.kvkla.nd. Jan. 10.— The Akiou, 
Bedford and Cleveland Interurbau Rail- 
w v ci mpany's bridge, which spaune I 
Tinker's creek, just southeast of Bed- 
ford township, collapsed yesterday, ai:d 
powerful 100-hoise power motor, iu 
wl eh Wfrt three trainmen and attached 
to which was a heavily laden Pennsyl- 
ylvania company coal car, plunged to 
he bed of the creek, tiO feet below. 

William Young, one of the trainmen, 
,vas instantly killed. He was crushed 
ind ground beneath the fulling cars un- 
til he was scari ely recognizable. The 
Other two trainmen, Haymaker and 
Uieb, miraculously escaped instant 
death. They were both so badly in- 
Jnreti, however, that Haymaker has 
-i > died and (tieb is dying. Fortun- 
ately there were ro passengers on the 
train, tho regular passenger car having 
massed over the bridge a few moments 
:>efore the structure collapsed. The 
train that took the frightful plunge wus 
a work tnun. Its weight was tremen- 
dous as compared with the ordinary 
motor for which the bridge was de- 
signed. 

The bridge that collapsed was a frail 
trestle structure and was built by the 
Akron, Bedford and Cleveland com- 
pany for the traffic of its road. The 
span that crossed the creek was about 
1 75 feet long and the train was iuat 
about in the center of this span when 
the structure opeued up as though it 
were made of cardboard and allowed

Teheran, Persia. Jan 10, — Tiro 
earthquakes have occurred in •]■■• c 
trict of Khalkhal, the iirst o II the t i- I t 
of Jan. a. Upon that occasion the la;^ • 
village of Ji irjabad was destroyed, se - 
end others were partially destroyed and 
800 persons were killed. 

The second earthquake occuired dur- 
ing the morning of Jan. S and nres r< 
severe. It was felt over an area, tl id 

miles. The town of Goi Wi *< y. 1 

and a thousand houses were demoLsln u, 
In addition, great damage was none to 
many villages. The loss of life was very 
great. There were 800 person* killed ill 
Goi alone, and lnrjje numbers of cattle 
and sheep also perished. 

The tow n of Goi or Kliol, which has 
thus been w iped out by earthquake, is 
one of the best laid out towns or 1Y 
in its modern quarter. Thedistiii; i 
Khalkhal, in which the earthqua': 
waves seem to have done the most dam 
ape, is in the province of Azerbijan, in 
the extreme northwestern portion of 
Persia, immediately adjoining the prov- 
ince of Van in Armenia. 

Khoi lies in 38 degrees, 87 minutes 
north latitude and 4ft degrees, 1ft min- 
utes east longitude, 7? miles northwest 
of Tabriz and about as far south of 
Mount Ararat, and is, or wus, before its 
destruction, on the great trade route be- 
tw reel) the Euxlhe and Persia and on the 
Kotura, a tributary of the Aras, which 
was crossed here by a seven -arch bridge 
It had quite an elaborate system of 
fortifications which were, however, in a 
ruinous state, and an inner high w all 
flanked with towers, the intervening 
space being occupied with gardens and 
mud hovels It was in the central r or- 
tion of the city that its beauty lay, cool 
streams and lines of willows running 
along its broad, regular streets. There 
were a few good buildings, including 
the governor's palace, several mosques, 
a large brick bazaar and a fine caravan- 
serai The chief manufactures were 
topper wares and worsted socks. 

In September, 1881, Khoi was visited 
by a series of violent earthquakes, the 
seismic waves running northwest and 
southeast in the direction of the main 
mountain ranges. 

The population numbered about 30,- 
000. including many Armenians, who 
occupied a separate quarter of the city. 

The district about the city consists of 
an elevated plateau, 00 miles by 10 or 15, 
highly cultivated by a skillful system of 
drainage and irrigation, producing a 
series of fertile oases luid out iu mead 
ows. gardens and tillage, and yielding 
rich crops of wheat and barley, besides 
apples, pears, cherries, walmffs, chest- 
nuts and unrivalled mulberries. 

The prorinee of Azerbijan is one of 
the BIOS fi n.lc :n Persia, and travelers 
give enthusiastic descriptions of its 
orchards and gardens and the delicious 
fruits which they yield. The popula- 
tion is of a varied character, comprising 
Kurds, Armenians, Assyrians, Tartars, 
Persians proper and other tribes and is 
roughly estimated at 2,000,000. The 
Persian army is largely composed of na 
lives of Azerbijan and the province is 
under the government of tho heir 
apparent to the Persian throne.

Helleot Nelson Distilling Company Makes 
an Assignment.

Bartley, Johnston & Company 
did a general jobbing business which 
reached all over the country. In 1898 
the firm became hard up from various 
reasons, principally on account of bad 
investments, and was forced to ask its 
i -i editors for an extension of time, or to 
take whiskies made by the Belle of Nel- 
son company in payment of their debts 
In this way the Belle of Nelson com- 
pany assumed most of the obligations of 
Bartley, Johnston & Companv, amount 
>ng to between $-'eO,ooo and $300,000, 

and this has greatly hatnpere's) the dis- 
t.Ilei v, as most of its product went to 
pay old debts. 

The general depression of the whiskv 
trade w;,s a factor in bringing about the 
second embarrassment. The promises 
made by Bartley.

AN APPEAL TO THE I'EliPI.E OF KENTUCKY. 

The K<|tial Right* Association makes an earnest 
appeal to all good men and women in the Slate 
to aid in securing from, the Legislature the 
enaction of a law raising what is kuown as the 
" uge of consent," the age when an immature 
iguoraut and innocent girl child may consent to 
her own irretrievable ruin. Aa the law now 
stands, a little girl one day over twelve years li 
hjld to be as morally responsible for her Judg- 
ment on the most serious questions of humane 
life and for her every act, as a man of sixty, 
whilst in regard to her property and other ma- 
terial interests her youth and immaterial judg- 
ment make uertheiufanl ward of the State until 
she Is twenty-one years of age. Wo think that 
the legul guardianship of her moral rights should 
more nearly approximate that of her property 
rights. We believe that our girl children should 
have the sauiu legal rights to the protection of 
their persons a- o i ,eir pocket-books. We there- 
fore ask that t*« *j 'if consent be raised from 
twelvo to elgbtei t > ears, the age when a girl can 
better uuuerstand the nature of the crime which 
is so cruel In lt« consequences to women, so de- 
basing to man, so destructive to the integrity of 
the home and so demoralizing to society. 

The appalling aud Increasing frequency as well 
as the peculiar atrocity of sexual crimes against 
our girl children, with and without consent, 
urge us to this appeal. We ask In the name of 
justice, of humanity, decency, morality and 
American citizenship and Christian civilization, 
that all brave and true men and women will aid 
in freeing the defenseless and least cilmlual class 
of society— the Infant daughters of the State— 
from the terrible bondage of the infamous ago of 
consent law, made In the interest of vice and for 
the protection of libertines. 

In the State of New York, at well as In several 
others of the most advanced States, the age of 
consent has recently been raised to eighteen. 
Shall the proud Commonwealth of Kentucky lag 
behind any State in the onward march of civili- 
zation" Or shall she continue to cling with 
Chinese" conservatism" to the ancient preju- 
dices and superstitions, time-worn traditions and 
cruel laws of barbarism ?

Dr. Scott, of Somerset, Gets a Nice 
Plum— Doings of the Legisla- 
ture Contests. 

Governor Bradley has appointed Dr. 
W. A. Scott, of Somerset, Superintendent 
of the Lexinirton asylum. 

The Governor's message was not ready 

for tb» L»gi«iRtnrc ;'?"*? r ''?y. It was 
expected, but its preparation and print- 
ing had been delayed. The hungry 
oftice-seekers probably keep the Gov- 
ernor busy. 

The House convened at 10 o'clock. 
Hardin (Dera.), of Meade, offered a reso- 
lution providing for the appointment of 
a committee of five members to investi- 
gate the offices of State Auditor and 8tate 
Treasurer. 

The preamble to the resolution gave 
as a reason for its adoption that charges 
of fraud against both officers had been 
made during the late campaign, and that 
it was due those officials, as well as the 
people, that they be investigated. 

Flippin, of Monroe, offered a resolution 
providing for dividing the seats of the 
House by lot. Seats had already been 
assigned by the Librarian. The resolu- 
tion was defeated. 

Papers in the Werner-Tompkins con- 
test from Daviess County were laid before 
the House, and on motion of Darnell, of 
Ohio, the House proceeded to draw by 
lot a committee of nine members for the 
contest committee. 

The drawing by lot for the contest 
committee resulted favorably for the Re- 
publican side, which secured five mem- 
bers and the Democrats four. The com- 
mittee selected was : Chambers, Barnes, 
Blackburn, Garrett and Carson, Repub 
licans, and Swinford, Witt, Walter and 
Furnish, Democrats. 

The House also selected in the same 
manner a committee to try the Lexing- 
ton contest case, between Dunlap and 
Katiffman. Luck went to the Democratic 
side this time, and they got five mem 
bers, the Republicans three and Popu 
lists one The committee is as follows 
Swiuford, Hardin, Berry, Baird and Wal 
ter, Democrats ; Freeman, Carpenter, 
McCoy, Republicans, and Populist Ed 
rington. 

A resolution to require the first com- 
mittee to report in three days was ruled 
out of order. 

The Democratic Senate caucus will 
assign the Democratic members of the 
Senate's standing committees. Lieut. 
Gov. Worthington will place the Repub- 
licans, and the appointments will be 
made by the adoption of a resolution, 
the Lieutenant Governor declining to 
announce them. 

A delegation of Republicans from the 
Ninth Congressional district waited on 
Governor Bradley Thursday in the inter- 
est of James Harper, nf Catlettsburg, for 
Warden of the Frankfort penitentiary. 

It is now announced that State Senator 
W. J. Deboe'a name will not go before 
tlie Republican caucus for U. S. Senator, 
and that his supporters will go to Dr. 
Hunter on the first ballot. The Lexing- 
ton Leader's correspondent says Hunter 
will be nominated on the first ballot, and 
that his vote will take the breath of the 
combine. 

Bracken's Sheriff Resigns. 

Sheriff Thomas Sheehy, of Bracken 
County, has resigned, and the County 
Judge appointed G. Henry Fronk, of 
Brooksviile, to till the vacancy until the 
next November election. Mr. Fronk has 
not executed bond, the law allowing him 
thirty days after his appointment in 
which to do so. It is reported Mr. Fronk 
will appoint Taylor Hancock and J. W. 
Smut r as his deputies. 

The Augusta Chronicle says: "Mr. 
Sheehy has had many difficulties with 
which to contend while in .office, and 
which will be the cause of considerable 
financial loss to him ; yet we believe no 
one will lose by him. When all the 
faets in the case are known, it will, in 
our opinion, be demonstrated to the peo- 
ple that lie has been sinned against more 
than sinning, and that his actions and in- 
tentions were honest. Time only will 
settle the matter."

KNIGHTS OF PYTHIAS. 

Of Interest to Member! of the 
Order— What the Endowment 
Bonk is Doing. 



Hon. Howard Douglass, Past 8upreme 
Chancellor, is a native of the city of Cin- 
cinnati, ()., and where he has always 
resided. He was born on January 31st, 
1846. He became a Pythian Knight in 
May, I860, and ever since has been an 
active, earnest member of the order. 
In 1884, at the convention of the Su- 
preme Lodge held in the city of New 
Orleans, Louisiana, he was elected Su- 
preme Vice-Chancellor and at the con- 
vention following, held in Toronto, On- 
tario, in 1886, he was elected Supreme

Chancellor. His administration of the 
affairs of the office from 1886 to 1888 was 
characterized by great vigor and success 
and marked possibly the most important 
era in the history of the order. 

Grand Lodges have no power to in- 
crease the minimum for funeral benefits 
over the amount required by the Su- 
preme Law. 

But very few of the old Representatives 
have been re-elected, and as a result a 
larger number of new men will appear 
in the Supreme Lodge than ever before. 

The members of the Uniform Rank in 
Portland, Oregon, are making strenuous 
efforts to bring a fine Division of the 
Military Branch of the order to Minne- 
apolis in 1896. 

By the adoption of the Supreme Stat- 
utes last year, every Knight who was 
not suspended, under charges or who 
has not renounced the Order, ig entitled 
to the semi-annual pass word. 

Lodges should remember that while 
the Grand Lodge may provide for dues 
being payable in advance, yet the same 
cannot affect the right of a member to 
b3nefitf, because of his not paying his 
dues in advance. 

Notwithstanding the contention that 
has been going on as to whether or not 
the organizations of the Military Branch 
of the order should he called "divisions" 
or "companies" there seems to have 
been very little justification for the few 
favoring the use of the word "company." 
Supreme Chancellor Ritchie has prompt- 
ly and very emphatically ruled that the 
name of the bodies of the Uniform Rank 
is "division." 

While but a few years ago hardly a 
single member of Congress belonged to 
the Order of Knights of Pythias, yet 
at the present time nearly fifteen per 
cent of the House of Congress are mem- 
bers of the order, and many of them 
are men who are quite distinguished and 
prominent in their respective States. 

The Appellate Court of Illinois has ren- 
dered a sweeping ruling in the famous 
Waldeck Lodge case, arising out of the 
German ritual controversy, and has re- 
versed the lower court where the Judge 
ruled in favor of the lodge being privi- 
leged to use the German Ritual. The Ap- 
pellate Court consists of Justices Gary, 
Waterman and Shepherd, three promi- 
nent and able judges, who ruled unani- 
mously in favor of the Supreme Lodge, 
and decided that " upon all questions of 
doctrine and policy the society was the 
sole and exclusive judge." This is the 
most important and effective ruling made 
so far in this controversy. 

No department of Pythian Knighthood 
has grown more rapidly in favor with the 
thinking members of the order than the 
Endowment Rank, which ia under the 
management of a Board of Control com- 
prised of Past Supreme Representatives. 
John A. Hinsey, aB Chairman, Thomas 
Essex and Supreme Representative Ed- 
ward Atkinson; Supreme Chancellor 
Walter B. Richie and Supreme Vice- 
Chancellor P. T. Colgrove are also mem- 
bers of the Board of Control, ex-officio. 
These gentlemen give their time, labc r 
and effort to the upbuilding of this de- 
partment of the order, and have always 
taken a deap interest in its success and 
permanency. The Endowment Rank 
is now paying out to the widows and or- 
phans of deceased members of the order 
a sum equal to $1,000,000 per annum, and 
insurance through its means is thereby 
secured by the membership at a cost less 
than half that charged by old line com- 
panies. The good that this department 
of the order is doing is incalculable, and 
when one remembers from what little 
beginnings it has gr dually gained its 
way, they must naturally be surprised 
when they find that since it has been 
organised it has paid out, for the bene- 



fit of widows and orphans, the immense 
sum of $10,000,000. The Board of Con- 
trol have now on hand, as a reserve fund, 
a nice sum of $390,000.

BALTIMORE REACHES HONOLULU. 



1 Voyaw From Vokoh 
Ing Xwenty-One Days. 

Astoria, Or., Jan. 10.— The steamer 
Rhosina arrived yesterday from Hono- 
lulu, bringing Hnwiuiun news up to 
Deo. 26. She brought no tidings of the 
missing steamer Mlowara, 

The whooner Henrietta of Victoria, 
loaded with 7.400 pounds of opium, was 
captured by the Hawaiian government. 
The Henrietta has been dodging about 
the islands for two weeks, and when 
seized, was at nnehor close In shore. 
Captain Anderson, Passenger O. E. 
Gale und four men are now in prison. 

The United States steamship Balti- 
more arrived at Honolulu on the 38d, 21 
day« from Yokohama. The cruiser left 
Yokohama on the 2d and when six days 
out struck one of the most terrific gales 
ever encountered. Although the war- 
ship labored hard, and was tossed like a 
cork on the waves, rolling mountain 
high, she managed to pass through the 
storm with but little damage. Another, 
and if anything a harder blow, was en- 
countf area, which kept up for six full 
days. The ship behaved well under the 
steady blow, but at times it seemed al- 
most iini>ossible to weather the storm. 
The Baltimore presented a somewhat 
ragged appearance with her boats 
slashed, rigging turn and other evi- 
dences of having passed through a 
heavy siege. 

On the way over a boatswain named 
Jennsen was washed overboard by a 
series of waves that swept the decks 
continuously during the first gale 
through wnich the Baltimore passed. 
The guas had to be removed from the 
turrets with the cannon from forward 
and deck machinery placinl below. Dur- 
ing the second blow J. Cooper, carpen- 
ter of the ship, was thrown ou the deck 
and had his skull badly fractured. Sev- 
eral others were more or less injured, 
but none seriously. It was uecessarv to 
keep the hatches fastened tlown for 10 
days, during which time the boats were 
wrenched from their positions, and, 
though badly smash ml. were not swept 
away owing to the herculean efforts of 
the crew. 

Oh the arrival of the vessel Carpenter 
Cooper was taken to the hospital, where 
died the same day.

PENSION APPROPRIATION. 

Hie Sun, nt n 141,MS,Mw WH| He Appro- 
priated l»y CongreiK. 

Washington, Jan. 10.— The pension 
appropriation bill was reported to the 
house yesterday. The bill carries an 
appropriation of #141,325.820, which is 
about the sum appropriated last year 
and estimated by the commissioner of 
pensions to be necessury. The princij a.' 
change was dropping the legislative pro 
vision proposed by Mr. W. A. Stoue of 
Pennsylvania, that no pension should be 
reduc ed, suspended or dropped except 
for fraud established by a United States 
court . 

The provision that when an applica- 
tion is rejected for informality and a 
pension secured by subsequent applica- 
tion, it shall date from the first applica- 
tion, was retained, ;is was the provision 
that a widow in establishing her claiuv 
to a pension under the act of June 27. 
I8OQ1 need not prove that she is without 
other means of support than her daily 
labor, but to this was added that "she 
shall prove that her net income does not 
exceed $600 per annum." 

Steamer Disabled. 
New York, Jan. 10.— The new twin 
screw steel steamboat Richard Peck, 
plying between New York and New 
Haven, struck a sunken wreck at 3 
o'clock yesterday morniug. A hole was 
torn in her steel hull amidship just for- 
ward of the boilers.

Here some of her cargo was jettisoned, 
und thus lightened, the vessel Hound 
and proceed to this city.
